GAME MEADOWTHORPE. 



The picture of J. W, Schorr & Son’s sturdy 
4-year-old Meadowthorpe, presented in this issue 
of Daily Racing Form, is very life-like and 
true. Meadowthorpe, by Kantaka— Baby, was 
unquestionably in the first flight of western 
3-year-olds last year. He is reported to have 
passed the winter in vigorous health and to 
have thickened and grown in every desirable 
way. This horse is in the Brooklyn and Subur- 
ban handicaps with the moderate impost of 108 
pounds, a mere trifle to a horse of his powerful 
conformation. His speed and unflinching game- 
ness will serve to make him a formidable can- 
didate for those great races if he comes to the 
post for either in his best form. 

Last year Meadowthorpe started in seventeen 
races of which he won seven, was second in six, 
third in three and ran unplaced but once. His 
races were against the best western 3-year-old 
and handicap form. A mile in 1:41, 1 1-8 miles 
in 1 :53, li miles in 2 :07, a neck defeat at 1 1-16 
miles in 1 :47 with 115 lbs. up were conspicuous 
among his exhibitions of speed and courage. 
If he keeps sound and well there is every reason 
to expect a distinguished career for him this 
[fl^^year. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



The California Derby of 1898 should be a great 
race. The field last year was a good one, but 
this season it should be far better. The likely 
candidates are Traverser, Napamax, Count of 
Flanders, Morellito, Dr. Sharp, San Antonio, 
Fonsavannah, Maxello, Martha, Recreation, St. 
Cuthbert, Torsida and Borgia. There are some 
thirty-five others eligible, but with the excep- 
tion of five or six that have never yet faced a 
starter none have shown to be of Derby caliber. 
Though Traverser is the fastest colt seen here 
in many a day, whether he will like a Derby 
route or not is. another question. Count of 
Flanders, Morellito and Torsida all seem to like 
a long journey, especially Morellito, whose mile 
and a quarter of last Tuesday, when he was just 
nosed out in 2:074, is not to be discounted. 
Recreation might round to and be a haid one 
to beat, too.— Breeder and Sportsman.
